Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15, 17-20, & 23-32 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-15, 17-20, & 23-32 are considered allowable since no prior art reference alone or 
combination of prior art references disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
the independent claims including: 

"without explicit reference to links between router of the underlying physical network , as 
specified in combination with other limitations in claim 1 . 

"without explicit reference to links between physical elements of the underlying packet switched 
network, the VPN component being chosen from a group comprising a mesh configuration 
component and hub and spoke configuration component" as specified in combination with other 
limitations in claim 15. 

"wherein the route information comprises at least one route information item selected from the 
group consisting of a Route Distinguisher (RD), a Router Target (RT), a Site of Origin (SOO), a 
VPN ID, an Internet Protocol version 4 (IPv4), and Next Hop Information (NH)" as specified in 
combination with other limitations in claim 23. 
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"without explicit reference to physical elements of the packet switched network " and 
"automatically generating at least one route distribution rule for provisioning to at least one 
physical device comprising the packet switched network, the at least one route distribution rule 
constraining at least in part distribution of the VPN router within the network based on the 
indication of membership of the at least one site in said at least one VPN component" as 
specified in combination with other limitations of claim 29.
